CHICAGO, Mar.26—With five 


deaths reported and traffic badly 
demoralized, Chicago today was 
attempting to dig itself out of one 
of the heaviest snowfalls in its 
history and the worst March bliz- 
zard on record here. And it was 
still snowing at 9:30 A. M. 


At 7 A. M., a snowfall of 14.4 


inches was officially recorded, ex- 
ceeding by 1.8 inches the all-time 
record of 12.6 inches for March, 
and within one-half inch of the 
heaviest snowfall the city ever has 
known. In January, 1918, the offi- 
cial snowfall recorded was 14.9 
inches. In December of this year, 
14.8 inches of snow fell. 


60-MILE WIND 


C. A. Donnel, weather forecas- 


ter, predicted that the blizzard 


Id last until noon, although the 
ad had abated after attaining 


-mile an hour velocity yes- 


terday. 


While the major accidents which 


have marked some blizzards in 
the past were lacking, officials of 
the city's street railway system 
said the storm was the worst in 
history from the standpoint of de- 
railments and minor accidents. 
Stalled surface cars and automo- 
biles stood motionless and cloaked 
in drifts in many parts of the city 
as workers on their way to the 
downtown district marched in In- 
dian file along the tracks and nar- 
row paths of the sidewalks.

Two-thirds of the money 
formerly spent for liquor, and that 
aeans more than $2,000,000,000, is 
oow used for comodities and to- 
ward higher living standards. 


"Prohibition haa kept Ohio a dry 


state. By that' I do not mean that 
we do not have bootleggers in Ohio, 
but I do mean that the predomi- 
nating sentiment in Ohio is dry- 


"Drinking has been reduced a- 


mong every class. Prohibition has 
driven the old town drunk from a 
thousand Ohio towns and villages 
and a drunk is a rare thing to see 
in Ohio now." 


The executive committee of the 


W. C. T. U., which claims to have 
a membership of 45,000 women hi 
Ohio, declared that it will raise a 
"defense"L or "slush" fund, to de- 
feat what was termed the increas- 
ed efforts of "wet interests" to re- 
peal the dry law- The fund, TXrhich 
will* come from donations, is to be 
used when an emergency arises," 
it was explained.

man. "Tboufandi of pounds of re- 
ject wools, especially burry. seedy, 
chaffy and cott*d wools, are offered 
for saJUr each y«W? by Ohio wool 
growers. Many "of these rejects 
could be made salable by more 
careful feeding and management 
of the flocks on the farms, clean- 
ing up fence corners and burry 
pastures would lessen the amount 
of such wool reaching the market. 
The lower value of such wools is 
due principally to. the extra prepar- 
ation which they require before 
they are manufactured. Extreme- 
ly burry wools cannot be com- 
pletely cleaned by combing, but 
must be put through a carboniz- 
ing process which greatly in- 
creases the cost of cleaning them. 


"Feed racks so constructed as 


to keep chaff from getting into 
the neck wools, and care in hand- 
ling the hay and other roughage 
so that it does not drop onto the 
backs of the sheep, will eliminate 
much of the seedy and chaffy 
wool. Allowing sheep to run to 
hay ricks or straw stacks cuts 
down the cost, of the labor of feed- 
ing, but it also causes a consid- 
erable waste of feed and lowers 
the grade of the wool, especially 
when the sheep are allowed to run 
to stacks of timothy hay. 


"Method of shearing is another 


thing which influences the grade 
of the wool. 
Wool from sheep 


sheared immediately after a raia 
often molds or rots. 
Give the 


sheep time to dry off before 
shearing. After shearing lay the 
fleece flesh side down, turn in the 
britch, belly, and neck parts until 
the better side and -shoulder wools 
are on toy, thea^roll the fleece 
into a neat package. Tie it se- 
curely but not too tight. Usually 
two strands t>f twine each way will 
be enough to hold f the fleece and 
yet not permit it to lose its lofti- 
ness. 


"Tie the" fleece, with paper twine 


or polished jute twine. Sisal or 
old fashioned wool -twine should 
never be used, since the vegetable 
fibers from such twine mix with 
the wool and greatly lower its 
value. They will not take a dye 
and since they cannot be detected 
in the -wool until it is made into 
finished goods, they must be re- 
moved either by hand or by car- 
bonizing—both of them expensive 
processes. 


"This year, for the first time, 


the Wool Trades Association is 
backing a concerted .movement to 
penalize all wools, tied with other 
than paper or polished jute twine, 
and the association will inflict a 
substantial price penalty on all 
wool not tied with the approved 
twines."
